Among the company that foregath¬ 
ered In the . pine woods of Wisconsin 
there wei*e two other Canadians, Jim 
Murray and Jim Power, and by^ a co¬ 
incidence these men all hailed from 
Nova Scotia and were about alike in 
siae. 

There la a point in this for Murray. 
Power and Colter came to be known 
aa the "three Jims" among the pioneers 
who crossed the great plains, and 
braved the dangera of the frontiers of 
the wildest states In the American 
union. Tiring of the life In the lumber 
woods the three chums purchased 
horses and outfits at Eauclalr, Wlacon- 
aln, secured transportation to Atchison. 
Kansas, which was as far as the rail¬ 
way went those days, and thence, 
pioneered their way through a part of 
Kansaa Colorado and New Mexico.

NEARING AN END 


MONEY TO MOVE CROPS. 


Colter and 
hiB comrades w«re there initiated Into 
the life and strife of the frontier, as 
prospectors, miners, cowboys, and 
ilnally as' stockmen. Colter first set¬ 
tled In Arisons and subsequently 
moved Into the wilds of New Mexico, 
where he accumulated a stO(‘k of 5.000 
head of cattle and 29 horses. His : 
ranch w'as located on the Ran Fran- | 
cisco river about 75 miles south of 811- j 
ver City. | 

It was during his ranching days In 
New Mexico that Mr. Colter met with | 
an experience which he modestly re¬ 
counted in casual conversation last ev- ! 
enlng, inspired, the reporter to forget a 
promise he had made not to use his 
name in the paper. His ranch was the 
theatre of one of the fiercest encoun¬ 
ters with the Apache warriors who 
for several years carried terror through 
the"'tbnely settlements of the South, 
and conducted barbarous warfare 
upon the pioneer resident of the coun¬ 
try. 

The conflict in which the Colter ranch 
pras devastated, was occasioned direct¬ 
ly by the removal of the Indian^ from 
the Hot. Spring reservation. At the 
time Mr. (3oiter and fits outfit moved 
Into New Mexico this trouble was 
ablase. and all unconsciously he locat¬ 
ed right In the storm centre betu’een 
the two reservations. He knew that 
the Apaches were bad. for Indian fight¬ 
ing was part of the cattleman’s exist¬ 
ence In those times. He Aid not know; 
however, that a band of 500 warrlnrs 
had broken Into open warfare on the 
whites 

In the range of mountains some miles 
away from the Colter ranch a com¬ 
pany of prospectors were searching for 
geld. The Indians descended on this 
enoampmqilt. and the miners taken by 
surprise, were practically afi'nlhliated 
after a stubborn fight. Two of their 
nom^r, who were old time Indian 
fighters, Cooney and Chlckering, suc¬ 
ceeded In worgiing their way through 
the Indiana, and although badly 
wounded, carried the Inteillgence of the 
noasaacre across the mountains to the 
filter outfit. This was the first intel¬ 
ligence that Colter had of the upris¬ 
ing. And the news which these men 
hreught would have been appalling to 
anyone not trained to face the dangera 
of a wild frontier. The Indians were 
fiascendlng on the valley.

"In Ave yeara' time 1 expect to tee 
DawSon producing $ 20 , 000,000 In gold," 
says Dr, Alfred Thompson, M. P., who 
has just arrived from the north on hts 
way to attend the sitting of parlia¬ 
ment at Ottawa. He says that the 
falling off in the amount of gold mined 
this year is easily accounted for. It 
was but natural that there should be 
a falling off he explulna. The country 
le passing through a transition stage, 
and during that tln^e the -production 
must be reduced. 

But once the change is effected Dr. 
Thompson looks forward to the Tukon 
going back to the old days In the value 
of the gold production. 

The member for the Tukon exptaiaa 
that the big corporations are now in¬ 
stalling plants which will bring the 
rlchee of the country into prominence 
kgaln, and the output wilt rival the 
early days of the Klondike rush. The 
gold, he eays. le still there, but It re- 
Qulree time for the companies to get 
their plants installed. The work is 
progressing, and within a few years the 
production will. In hie opinion; open 
the eyes of the Investing world. 

Last year the Ouggenhelms had about 
1.500 men employed. Next year he ex¬ 
pects to see at least 2,000 men at work 
on the company’s enterprises, and mil¬ 
lions of dollars spent on them. 

This is but one of the corporations 
which Is at work. There are others, 
and Dr. Thompaon doaa not anticipate 
that the Ananclal situation wilt affect 
the Ouggenhetm business in the north.

"The great want of the 
country, Jt seems to me,^' he said. "Is 
population," and he added, "white 
population." 

It Is a great fallacy, observed Mr. 
Berrl dge , for the people of the colonies 
to suppose, because the Lib e ral paidy 
at the last general election were com¬ 
pelled to oppoee Ur. Chambertatn'e 
proposals for tariff reform, that the 
Liberal party Is npt anxious to do 
everything they possibly can to further 
colonial interesta 

The real reason why the Liberal 
party wore compelled to atrenuruslv 
oppose Ur. Chamberlain's prop’>MilB 
was that they were strongly eiii.port> 
ed by that portion of thO Tory party, 
which has always remained protec¬ 
tionist and which to-day. largely for 
itx own Interests, desires to rt-ln*ro- 
duce the principle of protection' into 
English taxation; and it Is this policy 
which the Liberal party are particu¬ 
larly opposed to. 

In their view* the only trtie fiscal lol* 
Icy for England to puntue Is that oi 
taxation (or revenue only, and rubjeot 
to this they are just as anxious, Ind^el 
more anxious than any other pa'-ty to 
do eveiytblng possible to furlncr the 
material Intereets of the colonies and 
bind the Empire closer together. 

Mr. Berrldge said he did no'. *ce ihu 
remotest posriblllty of a change In the 
British Ascsl policy for one whicn had 
as its basis the taxation of c *rp and 
raw materials and the necessfiHes of 
life, which were the very life blood of 
the nation’s prosperity, and upon whl.rb 
It depended for Its power to continue 
auoeuaaful competition with the rf«t of 
Che world. Some other means must be 
discovered, be said, than one whl**h 
had for Its fundamental basis the tax¬ 
ation of the people. The tendency la 
all In the direction of direct texstlon 
rather than Indirect tsz^on. 

"Of couree we recognise,*' said he. 
"that Canada and Aua^ralla. having re¬ 
gard to the fact that their Aeral policy 
la on a protective bases, are not yet 
ripe for the discussion of the question 
of free trade within the Empire. But 
the time may come when this will be 
quit# a poeslblllty. 

"The British people recognise the 
preferencea which have been given to 
British manufactures by Canada. 

"As to South Africa," Ur. Berrldge 
■aid, "the present government has at 
tha earliest possible moment taken the 
only practicable and safe course in 
dealing with a very dinicuU question, 
namely, to glvd to the people of the 
Transvaal a constitution under which 
a freely elected and popular assembly 
would have to deal with the dlfAcult 
economte questions which existed there. 

"This has now been followed by a 
grant of self-government to the Orange 
River colony, and 'paved the w’sy for 
what la the hope of every responsihit 
politician, both In Great Britain and 
South Africa, namely, a federated 
South Africa." 

Speaking of the racial question 
which existed w'itbln the Empire, Mr. 
Berrldge said it was a most difficult 
matter, and one which was not con- 
Aned to any single part of ths world 
One of the great difficulties was that 
people who were not directly associat¬ 
ed with the difficulty w'ere apt to un¬ 
der rate It. "We may be oertatn," said

^apeakers and wisest men on the can- 
llnenk and besides that would be able 
to inspect some of the most up-to-date 
buildings from which they might get 
Ideas for themselvea 

Speaking of ths work of the western 
committee, he said that they were com¬ 
posed of forty business and profession¬ 
al man from the associations In the 
district, which they covered. Their aim 
was to improve and develop the associ¬ 
ations already existing before establish¬ 
ing new ones. The Victoria association 
for Instance should have a building 
worthy ths capital city of ths province. 

There were some things to be avoid¬ 
ed In ths expansion of the work. At 
Brandon, for instance, the assoelation 
had gone too deeply into debt, ao much 
so that it was dlfflcut^ to carry It. At 
present only eleven dty associations 
existed in their territory, but there 
were also six student associations, and 
four among the Indians on the prairies. 
Hs told of visiting a convention of 
thesa where seventy braves, over half 
a dosen of whom had taken part In 
the Minnesota massacre, who are to¬ 
day (3od-fearlng men. Bo interested 
were they In the study of the Bible that 
they were not content with an hour or 
tw’o, but would sit for half a day at a 
time poring over the scriptures. 

In Western Canada over three-quar¬ 
ters of a million dollars was Invested In 
equipment, almost as much as all the 
rest of Canada put together. In Cal¬ 
gary. a town of twenty thousand peo¬ 
ple. they had raised one huifdred thou¬ 
sand dollars. Since last February he 
had co-operated tn raising one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars In eight different 
places, and at seven others had taken 
part in the making of preliminary 
plana A good deal of other work had 
also been done. 

Up to the present the work of the 
committee had been carried on almost 
wholly by ths friends at Winnipeg, but 
now tkey were beginning to think all 
should bear a part of the burden* 
There should be at least four men in 
the field instead of one. Ths wealth 
and Droeperlty qf the country, the 
speaker thought, consisted in the qual¬ 
ity of ite men, and It was their duty to 
provide tor their being trained right. 
"ThU country." he continued.'"offers 
unequalled advantages, climatically, 
and In natural resources. It should aleo

There Is also natural dumping 
fadllitles.

know qxactly what It means, don't youT 
It It a flat piece of land, that’s all—at 
least, so you think; but In reality it la 
far beyond anything that you may have 
conceived. The mind cannot Imaglhe 
what It Is like; no simile can convey an 
adequate Impression of the prairie aa 
you look upon It for the first tlma You 
sweep your eyes around the horison and 
you look tn vain for a tree or a shrub. 
|t Is one vast ocean of green graae and 
yellowing grain. Looking from the 
windows of the train to where sky and 
prairie meet, you may run along stead¬ 
ily for half an hour and not see more 
than a shack here and there, with, per¬ 
haps, a mile or two away, a buggy 
-slowly moving along a dimly defined 
trail. The solitude of otv Highland 
hilts are nothing to the stillness of the 
prairie. Even the birds are sllant; not 
a fluttering thing is to be seen, not a 
note is to be heard. And the horison li 
so far off! Ifl thd olsar air you can see 
a dosen. perhaps twenty, sometimes 
thirty miles, but the prairie destroys 
all idea of distance; and yet it has this 
peculiar effect—that you always fancy 
you see awi^ on the horison the waters 
of some mighty ocean. 

A Prairie Town. 

Now and then you strike a prairie 
town—and a prairie town Is like no 
other town on this earth. Us u aHy a 
main street stretches out from either 
side of the railway track, with another 
running parallel to the railway, so that 
the travener can read the signe aa be 
runa There la a hotel—fntmrlably the 
most swagger building in the place— 
a store, a hajrdful of wooden snantieg ' 
and (liist. but not least) a newspaper I 
ofllce. This last may be a very small 
affair, probably a dosen feet square: 
but an enormous sign proclaims to the 
world at large (hat here Is published 
‘The Kicking Times." “The Ranching 
Qasetta” or "The Broncho Busters' 
Newa” Every town can boast of its 
daily or weekly newspaper, and the fact 
that a town has a paper before it has 
much else suggests that there muqt be 
quite ah army of peripetette printers 
scaUciwd over the Northwest, each sit¬ 
ting with a press and a ran of Ink, 
waiting en a tewnshtp to grow up round 
about him ! 

Towns are springing up rapidly all 
over the \Vesl, and you can see them 
in all atago of development. Stone and 
lime aVe unknown, and the little wood* 
en houses built oh the virgin soil of tbe 
prairie remind one of a country cattle 
■how-ground. Soi:«elimes the prairie 
tow 1 has not reached the wooden hut 
stage, and the “city" may ha nothing 
more nor leas than a oollactlon of 
tents. But tents or huts, they speak 
eloquently of growth and development 

Tlie Inhabitants of these prairie towns 
are the biost optimistic set I have ever 
come across. They talk glibly of mil¬ 
lions of bushels of wheat, and statistics 
af yield come as easily and readily from 
their Ups aa the multiplication table 
from the mouth of a clever schoolboy. 
And the towns are very jealous of each 
other, too. They are on more or 
lees cut-throat terms, and the lively 
press of the West, It may be Imagined, 
makes captui out of the Jealousy with 
which each town views iu neighbors. 
The stranger can see much to admire 
In them all. They are energetic and 
progressive, and If they have a fault It 
Is that they are all Inclined to boaat 
too much. Still they usually have some 
reason for crowing. 

Wegtem Rivalry. 

Now, a word or two about thoM 
towns. Indian Head, which Is tbe cen¬ 
tre of a successful fanning district, has 
an elevator strength of twelve all told. 
The farms here are larger than those 
further east, and they rarely average 
less than 640 acrea J^Uy two million 
bushels of gfaln were harvested here 
last year, of which 1,690.000 bushsls were 
exported. Regina, which lies further 
west, Is the headquarters of the North¬ 
west Mounted Police, as well as the 
capital of Saskatchewan, and hers 
wheat Is the prevailing topic of conver¬ 
sation. although occasionally tbs clU- 
sens of the capital And time to say a 
few words about Moose Jaw; as for 
Moose Jaw. It can't say all It thinks 
about Regina. Moose Jaw, with Us 
T.OOO inhabitants, has ail the Importance 
of Winnipeg. It Is certainly tbs most 
Important railway centre of Saskatch¬ 
ewan, as In addition to bping a divis¬ 
ional point on tbq C. P. R., U is the 
terminus of the Soo Uns running di¬ 
rect to St Paul, the line that brings the 
thousands of Amsrlcan smigrmnts Into 
Western Canada. At Moose Jaw, too, 
are located tbs great Itooxyards or the 
C. P. R., where tbs stock from tbs 
western ranches on thslr way to tbs 
east are fed and watered. This stock¬ 
yard Is no small affair, for U cost no 
lew than six million pounds, but It U 
a msfs trlAa'fo^' the greatest railway 
corporation In the world. 1 liked the 
situation of Moose Jaw, and 1 could ess 
that It was growing, and that they were 
building fine churches as well as flne 
banks, but tbe stories 1 beard of for¬ 
tunes mads Jn real sstats made my hhir 
stand on sad. 1 was mors ^mesmed to 
know about the farm laborer, and 1 
was told tKht in this district th^ was 
some little demand for fann help. La¬ 
bor, indeed. Is so scaros, that tbe har- 
vesUng operations have to be psrform- 
ad by lasa brought ail the way from 
Ontario -t- an airangsraent whlob le 
praotloablee owing to tha fact that the 
harvest In Moose Jaw Is two or thias 
weeks later than In the eskst. 

Cheap Oas at Mediclns Hat. 

The pmirle towns, however, aVe not 
all ffhren ovfr to .'wheat. As .yqt fo 
Ws»t ^ou strike the ranching countir. 
where foctnnee hare been made by 
■todk-ratsing, and where fortunes may 
yet be mads by'wheat-growing, for It 
Is ihk ease that in rwy parts of the 
Norttwest the rancher Is flvtog way to 
the purmsr. The eosrboy Is to be seen 
bef^lotbed fw the pleturssqus ^b 'of 
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that there ts such a thing as law and 
order even in this out-of-the-way spot, 
make up the street life. A pecutlarlty 
of Medicine Hat Is that it la blessed 
with such a plentiful supply of natural 
gas that the street lamps are kept In 
all day, because it Is cheaper to keep 
them burning than to employ men to 
light them and put them out I should 
thfnk that Medicine Hat has about the 
ohsapsst gas In the world, it costs- M 
per 1,000 feet for domestic and SVfcd per 
1.000 for jnaaufaotiirtiig purposes. I 
suppose It will be a revelation to some 
of my readsn to learp that a prairie 
town Is supplied with gas. and at next 
to nothing, too; but. as 1 ahve already 
eaJd. nothing need surprise one where 
Canada is conoemed. 

Possibilities as a Golf Courss. 

The prairie Is not all flqt and unin¬ 
teresting. Small dips occasionally 
break the monotony, and the colors 
vary from the yellow of the sunflower 
to tbe grey of the sage-bush. Some day 
when the prairie lands of Saskatche¬ 
wan are given over to farming, and 
when cltlee have taken the places of 
these western townships, the man with 
the golf ^b.and the cleek wilt come 
out hers, and find awaiting him the An- 1 
est golf course In the world. There are , 
vast tracts of land, some of them hun¬ 
dreds of miles In extent, that would I 
■end Tom Morris Into raptures. Bunk¬ 
ers are ree^y made, water hasards lurk 
In tbe moet unsuspected places, and the 
greens—well, they would require to be 
laid out. But to get the full beneAt sf 
a prairie golf course one would require 
to have the boles 60 miles apart, a club 
that would drive 10 or It miles, and a 
pair of seven-league boots! 

I have given a mere Aashtlght picture 
of what the prairie Is tike, and that Is 
really all that can be done, for It must 
be borne in mind that this pralrie-land 
stretches a full nine hundred miles from 
east to west. It goes down south to the 
States, and how far north It stretches 
no one known Ito possibilities are be¬ 
yond me, for If It can be brought under 
ottUivaUon—and that is the Uitsnllon of , 
the C. P. R. IrrtgatloD Company, as I > 
shall show In a subsequent article—Its 
yield In bushsls of wheat le not to be 
estimated In millions or even tens of 
millions. 

NEW OFFICES. 

Electric Railway Company Preparing 
Plana For Largs Buildings— 

Cars Needed. 

An one result of the visit of Hon. 
Maurice Gifford, a director of the B. C. 
Electric Railway Company, it Is prob¬ 
able that in the near future the tram 
ofllce at the comer of Hastloga and 
Carrall atrssta. Vancouver, will be torn 
down and replaced with a handsome 
four-story building big enough to ae- 
commodate the increasing business of 
the compsny and costing $100,OM. A 
local archRset has already been com¬ 
missioned to prepare tl^s plana. The 
principal Idsa seetns to ^ that the 
ground Aoor sbould be devoteq entirely 
to a tram depot enclosed with glass, 
and containing four tracks, and the 
upper storle^ will be used as general 
ofllcea Tbe building will run back on 
Carrall street as far as the Bam Kee 
block, and take up tbs whole of tbs 
Hastings street frontage from Carrall 
street to the C. P. R. tracks. Ths cost 
will be In the neighborhood of $100,000. 

To tneet tbe demand for more cars In 
the coast cities, ths company has taken 
all its men at ths New Westminster 
shops off freight car construction, and 
has placed day and night shifts on ths 
work of turning out mors passenger 
ears. It Is quits possible, also, that tbs 
company will purchase tbs whole or 
part of a lot of forty-one ears offered 
them by J. O. Brill A Company, of 
Philadelphia.
